THE SITUATION. 

‘The President has issued a new call for a draft 
for Ove haadred thousand men, to be made on the 
10th of March, to serve for three years or the war, 
‘The States whose quotas haye been Gilled on 
the two previous calls will not be affected 
by tho present one. In fact, the new order is 
but a consolfdation of the two calls previously 
fssned for three hundred thousand men, nearly 
half of whom were obtained by volnnteering and 
re-ealistments, and which number, gs Well as 
those enlisted up to the Ist of March next, will be) 
credited. Therefore the call virtually demands 
‘only two hundred thousand men. If the e1 
meat of soldiers is properly and vigorously ad- 
vanced thero will be no nocd of any draft to fll 
the quota demanded by Mr. Lingola. 
aly news'from the Army of the Potomac 
relates to the operations of a few cavalry scouting 
Dartics, which resulted in meeting no enemy, and 
consequeutly accomplished nothing. The Irish 
legion had o fog raising on Friday and listened to 
some apeccbes. The non-commissioned officers of 
tho Sixts-ninth New York National Guard, of tho 
same legion, hod a ball at Fairfax Court House, 
od did fall justice, mo doubt, to the Terp- 
sichoreno operations, “which were conducted 
oa the light fantastic toe, with the aid 
of twenty-five ladies and an excellent band. So 
it would appear that the army of the Potomac is 
haying u very pleasant time in the temporary 
absence of war's alarms. The weather is described 
94 beaatifal, but the deserters from the rebel lines 
are dropping instill, all of them declaring that the 
Confoderate cause looks dismal. 

The recent movements of Gencral Longatreet’s 
army in front of Knoxville, the main facts of 
which we have already given to our readers 
described in detail by our correspondents to-day. 

A pretly serious fight occurred in General Kel- 
ley's department in West Virginia, on Saturday, 
near Williamsport, Hardy county, which lasted 
for fonr hours, and resulted in the capture of a 
Union army train of eighty wagons. The enemy, 
flo mado a sudden and unexpected dash on the 
guard, numbered nearly two thousand men, and, 
after a stout resistance overpowered them aud 
carried off the train, with the exception of a small 
Part of it which was saved, The rebels now oc- 
cupy Petersburg, from which Colonel Thoburn 
retired, with all his guns, ammunition and stores. 
General Esrly is said to be in motion from 
hiv quarters at Horrisburg, and Generals Im- 
Dodea,-Rosser and Gilmore are also reported to 
“moving.

‘The President bos issued a proclamation, 
which appears fa another coluan, calling out 
balf.a million of mon, and ordoring 0 dralt for 
that number on the 10th of next month, All 
enlistments moanwhile, to tha. Lat of March, 
however, are to be deductoll fom the aggee- 
gate number required. 

‘This lorge forco, when placed in the fleld and 
added (o (bat already in aorvice, will give the 
Union an army ao overwhelmingly largo that, 
with proper energy and disposition on tho part 
of the administration, it mast oruah out what 
remains of the rebellion by tho Fourth of July 
next. It is manifestly the determioation of 
Jeff Davis to infase life into hia followers by 
making a desperate effort In tho opriag to re- 
cover Tennessee and the Mississippi. All men 
and boys in the rebel Siates, from sixteon to 
fifty-five years of age, not now in service, 
to bo forced into tho raaks of 
the army.

Tt ls. woll establishod principle in politioal 
‘oconomy that the expense of tho govornment of 
civilized nations in tmos of p#aco abould not 
exceed, at least to any oxtraordinary oxtont, 
thoir ordinary revenue. It is otherwise, how- 
over, iatimo of war. When tho stability an: 
honor of a nation are at atake™proportionat 
sacrifices must be mado to mafatata them, until 
aggression ond insult and internecine commo- 
tion and revolutionary conspiracies must be 
opposed, avonged, and ornsbed. To do this 
extraordinary funds are required ; and, acoord- 
{ng to tho best writers on the subject, and ao- 
cordiog to the experience of our day andinour 
war, tho question how these funds may bo most 
advantageously provided is one of no ordiaary 
importance. 

It has beena commoa practise in former ages 
to make provisions in times of paca for the ne- 
cessities of war, and to hoard up treasures 
boforchand as the instruments either of oon- 
quests or defence, without trusting to extra- 
ordinary imports, much le33 to borrowing, in 
timos of disorder and confusion. Unfortuaately 
this Las not bea the practica in our country: 
Before the rebellion the greatest trouble our 
government bad in relation to monoy was, 
prior to tho Mexican war, to dispose of the sur- 
plus revenue, There was no saguolous or far- 
seeing eye to look so far into futurity as the 
present day, and to prepare for our future ne- 
cessilies by laying up menus to micet present 
faancial exigencies. It is doubtful, however, 
whother a mind lest than superaal could 
haye foreseen the unexampled state of 
(hings now existing, and whether means 
adequate to the emergency could have 
been reserved until the present day, no 
matter how great the presience or how vast 
our resources. What we bave todo now is to 
sustain our national oredit and integrity by eo- 
deayoring to find out the best and wisest 
means of ralsing money to carry on the war, 
pay tho interest on our accumulating indobt- 
edness, and (o leave to posterity as light a bur- 
then as possible, although the coming gonera- 
tion will have nothing to complain of if the 
present leaves them as alegacpa strong, uniled 
aud powerful goveroment aud country, no 
matter how heavy the debt this great desidera- 
tum may entail 

What we have all slong urged upon Congress 
ang (be administration is the passage of a com- 
prebensive interoal revenue tax bill that shall 
give atreogth and permanence to our ational 
credit, avoid (he neceasity—as faras possible-- 
of resorting to loans, and give tho people 
themselves ns direct an interest in supporting 
the government a3 it is advisable and proper 
for them to bear. In order to eifect this we 
have appealed to Congress ao to regulate the 
revenue laws as to bring into the public treas. 
ury, from customs and excise duties and mis- 
celfancous sources, atleast dve hundred millions 
of dollars annually. By this meang we shall 
avoid beiag obliged to resort lo loans at exces- 


fsive rates, if at all; keep clear of incurring 


‘eventually a heavy load of foreign indebtod- 
ness, and gradually eatablish a sinking fund 
which sball in time prova a formidable 
means of liquidating our eotire oational 
debt. Four hundred millions of  dol- 
lors can bo assessed and collected 
with no greater expenso to the public treasury 
than was required to raise loss than fifty mil- 
lions last yeat. But will the bill which hns just 
passed the House and is now before the ‘Senate 
ut all answer the purpose of raising the amount 
of revenue which we believe should be real- 
ized? It is difficult to judge ia what condition 
the Dill will pass the Senate; but as it now 
stands it is manifestly inadequate for the pne- 
pose which it is desirable, abaclutely necessary, 
to attain, But two amendments of consequence 
bare been made to the bill since it was pre- 
sented to the consideration of Congress, by the 
Commissioner on Internal Revenue. These two 
are the increased tax of one and a balf cent per 
pound on cotton, making the amount two ceata 
per pound, and the increased tax of forty centa 
per gallon on spirits, including the stock on 
hand ns well ns that manufactured subsequently 
to the passage of the act. The Intter tax is pro: 
nounced by large dealers in whiskoy arbitrary 
and unjust, as well as dishonest, inasmuch as it 
is retroactive in its operations, and isa measure 
not at all calculated upon when the speculators 
were buying up and laying in large stores of 
tho article. But this additional tax on spirits, 
and tbe additional tax on colton, with the other 
articles on which it is proposed to levy addi- 
tional taxes, cannot produce more than ono 
hundred and Gfty millioos—two hundred and 
Gifty millions less than should be raised. Con- 
gress might as well taka hold of this important 
question in the most liberal and calarged spirit, 
aad by proper legislation place the credit of 
the government where it should he—among the 
highest of all the nations on the planct,

They have not seen their friends and 
families for years, and now they are denied 
their own right, and are holdin bondage, the 
Nayy Department having broken faith with 
them and repudiated ita part of a contract 
binding alike upon the country and the sailor. 

While in the service Jaok must perform to 
the letter the rules and regulations he 
agreed to when he joined it; and it {a but fair, 
whon be bas performed his duty faithfully, ond 
the time arrives when by the contract he should 
be disclarged, that be should get it, ‘The same 
honor which binds the eallor to the shippiog 
articles to serve bia country should bind the 
goreramont to keep its part of the contract. 
Whea tho term of service of the soldier expires 
he is discharged; and wby treat the soldior 
betlér tha the snilor? ‘These mon have the 
sume ties of home and family, and are entitled 
fo the samo consideration. 

In reply to this we exptct the government 
will say, we want these men—they ars our best 
seamen and fighting men, Wo grantit, and 
ask, in reply, why, then, should yor trest your 
best men In this manner? To any one pos- 
sessed of any knowledge of the obaragter of 
the uailor ft will be apparent that If ho fs dis.

popular ontbusiasm for Grant completely ovar- 
whelmsjthea, Lately the wiropullers of Now 
Hawpabire renomioated Mr. Lincola. A fow 
daysago the wiropullers of Pennsylvania did 
tho same thing. Noxt week the wirepullors of 
some other Stato will doubtless nominate 
Secretary Chase. OF course theso politicinos 
know that neither Mr, Lincoln nor Chase bas 
any prospeot of olection; but they do not caro 
for that, Their object is not to elect their 
candidate, but to make terms with him, and to 
gel a little money oither by nominating him or 
by aolling him out. - 

But our nom{nation of Grant bag excited the 
rebels a5 well as the politicians, Indeed, a8 0 
General thing, thero two classes of people are 
found to play into cach other's banda and to 
win or lose logother. Tho last oard of the 
robela fa the oxcitement which they bope will 
ensue at the North whon the Presidential cam- 
paiga is fairly opened. When the Southerners 
secoded they expectod the democratic party at 
the North to assist them. Thay wore disnp- 
pointed; for the North was a unit against seces- 
sion. Then, during the war, thoy expected our 
Stato elootiona to help them. They were agaia 
disappointed; for, at tho Stato elections, the 
people again pledged theméelves to austain the 
war. Now, with a better abow of reason, the 
rebols expect to derive important advantages 
from our Presidential conteat. They hopo that 
weaball get 80 excited about it that the war 
will be comparatively neglected. They hope 
that the partisan strife and bittor animoaities 
caused by this political campaign will result in 
a civil war at the North, And who can aay that 
itimay aot?

Jef Davis would 
like to hove ue start three or four candi- 
dates for the Presidency and begin to fight 
about them, while be takes Wasbington 
And) prevents us from having any Preai- 
dent at all. Any politician who approves 
and encourages that line of business approves 
and encourages the rebellion. We, on the con- 
trary, desire to ave a0 Presidential contest, but 
to clect Gevoral Grant unanimously, and 80 
save all trouble and push on instead of atop- 
plog the war forthe Union. Everybody who 
is in fayor of this idea is in favor of Union, 
barmony and the salvation of the nation. These 
tivo plans are as distiact as black and white. 
No sensible man can make any mistake about 
them. On tho one side faa Presidential squab- 
ble ond the ttiumph of Jeff. Davis; on the 
otber side is the unanimous eleotion of General 
Grant and the restoration of the Union. This 
narrows down the contest to a choice botween 
Genoral Groot and Jef: Davis.

The Returning RegimenG—The War 
and the Nigger. 

Regiments from the various armies of the 
country are now arriving in this oity and in 
the other cities of the North evary few daya— 
rogiments of wenther-beaten, woll saasoncd 
fellows, who bave outlived the labors and bat- 
tes of nearly threa yoara of war, and who 
‘now, many of them, see home for the firat time 
sinco their original departure. They aro tho 
men whom the country abould honor moat of 
allits sons, Tholr devotion and valor havo 
saved it oa a dozen folds, and now, with a 
full knowledge of all the hardships and porile 
of asoldior’s life, they have onlisted again to 
go outand fight all their battlos over ff nocd 
bo, Yot tha are met with the groatest 
apathy. The publioreccives thom wits cool in- 
difference, or not at all. In this city thoy aro 
Innded at some one of the lowar piors, pick 
their way up Broadway between the backs, 
file into the Park Barracks—nnd that is all. 
‘They do not attract aa much notice a3 one of 
one militia regiments might on ils way toa 
tiger ball or a promenads concort. And it 
appears to be the samo in other places. 

‘What does thi mean? Doos it mean that our 
people have lost their old enthusiastic admira- 
tion for all that is honorable and brave? Does 
it mean that ‘the spirit that set the whole 
country ablaza at tho assault on Sumter bas 
died out? No; but it moaas that the pooplo no 
longer recognize thesa men as tholr represen- 
tatives in a glorious struggle. [tis an omiaons 
sign to the party in power; for it means that 
the people no longer consider the war a war 
for the aalvation of the country, ‘The war, as} 
managed by the administration, bas degene 
rated to a strife about the nigger. Tho people 
see this, and are disgusted at it. They aro 
aggrieved that the struggle ialo which they 
entered so heartily to austain the aation bas 
been thus diverted by a mizerable faction, As 
was said in Congress the other day, “tho bur- 
den of taxation that the people are compelled 
to bear, and the other miseries incident to the 
war, bave but a poor recompense ia the equali- 
ty of the negro.” And this is a popular idea— 
an idea that becomes daily more agd more a 
popular conviction, {t is this idea that makes 
the people indifferent to (he soldiers, and to 
the wac; and that there’ is auch aa idea abroad 
is the most ominous siga of the present to the 
dominant party. 

The people will not much longer ace 
the beat interests of the country thus sacrificed 
to the nigger.
